IT —The pros­ 
pects of the enactm ent of any bill relativ e to 
the postal telegraph are not v ery fav orable. 
Senator Cuilom, who is the author of one of 
the most practical bills upon the subject,says 
that he does not now expect that any legisla­ 
tion which will be satisfactory will be had in 
this congress. 
The most ardent friends of 
the postal telegraph measure fav ored the ap­ 
pointment of a special com mittee in the sen­ 
ate. 
That mov ement w as defeated, and the 
whole subject was referred to the postofliuo 
committee, of which Sawyer, of W wcousiu, 
is chairman. 
The latter committee has just 
reported adv ersely upon the resolution to 
create a sjiecial committee, and is now said 
to be about to undertake an inv estigation 
o f its own. 
But from all that can be ascer­ 
tained it is not tbe intention of the committee 
to m ake any v ery searching or thorough in­ 
v estigation. 
Saw yer is understood to fav or 
a definite scheme which has been discussed in 
form er congresses, which may be called the 
contract system. 
lie proposes that tbe tele­ 
graph business shall be done for the gov ern­ 
ment and the people upon the same plan, so 
far as it is practicable, as that on which 
mails on star routes are now carried, 
He 
would inv ite proposals for the transaction of 
the telegraph business by the gov ernment, 
and although no information has yet been 
obtained as to the details of this scheme, it is 
to be assumed that the contract would be 
let to the lowest bidder. 
As io the general 
literature on the subject o? postal telegraph-, 
it is tha 
opinion of 
some members 
of 
this committee that congress ha» already col­ 
lected practically nil the argum ents av aila­ 
ble, and this intonnutkm has been printed in 
different reports at v arious tim »s. 
The prob­ 
ability is tha t these reports will be collected 
nnd permission asked to hav e them repi inti i. 
One of the documents ujiou which the oppo­ 
nents of the postal telegraph much rely is 
the latest r port of the British j-o-tutlh*> de­ 
partm ent, one or two copies oulv of which 
hav e reached Washington. 
The figures show 
that the telegraph serv ice of tha t country 
has been n con» ant expense to tha g ov ern 
m ent from the outset. 
Therein no one in 
congress that seem» to be so earnest a frien 1 oi 
the postal telegraph system as to b* ready to 
adv ocate any measure which 
would be au 
additional t urdeu to the gov rument. 
No 
bill would, be likely to receiv e serious consid­ 
eration which would prupes * t > materially 
add to tbe national expenditure. 
It seems 
probable that no p >*tui telegraph 
bill is 
likely to become a law m the Fiftieth con­ 
gress.

Longstreet says» Lee’s army had twenty 
days 
to prepare 
for the battle, and 
they made good 
use of the time. 
Marye’s hill was 
the best point of 
lookout, 
and 
to 
the 
Confederates 
stationed 
t h e r e 
was assigned the 
task of watching 
the opposite shore, 
and announcing to 
Lee's army when 
the first crossing 
should be attempt­ 
ed. Burnside had prepared pontoon bridges. 
Dec*. 11 was the day he fixed for the crossing. 
That morning, before daylight, the bridges 
were 
brought down 
to the 
shore 
and 
the engineers set to work to construct them. 
As the dawn broke, boom! boory! went an 
unshotted cannon from M a rye’s heights, tell­ 
ing Lee and his men that the time was come. 
Barksdale’s sharpshooters within the town of 
Fredericks!-urg began firing on the bridge 
builders. 
They prevented the completion of 
the bridges. 
The batteries from » Stafford 
heights were then trained upon Fredericks­ 
burg. 
They battered it down, yet the sharp­ 
shooters were not dislodged. 
Then Union 
volunteers to cross the river in open Imits 
ami drive out the sharpshooters were called 
for. 
This was done with the loss of 300 men, 
and the Federate took possession of the river 
front of Fredericksburg, Dec. 11. That even­ 
ing and the next day » Sumner’s and Frank­ 
lin’s grand divisions crossed, leaving part of 
Hooker’s center grand division on the Fal­ 
mouth side. 


T O P O G R A P H Y . 
Lee’s plan for the battle of Fredriek s- 
burgcr was at once simple and admirable. 
Longstreet’s corps had been the first to 
arriv e on the ground, and it occupied the 
left, with Gen Richard II. Anderson on 
the| extreme left, Stonewall Jack son 
was on the right, and the forces of the 
two joined in the center and encircled 
Frederick sburg. 
To underhand the light fully, glance at tn * 
accompanying map. Fiv e miles below 
F red­ 
erick sburg 
the iittls 
Massaponnx 
riv er 
flowed into the Ilnppnbannock from tin* west,. 
A ridge of lulls sloped down to the Rappa­ 
hannock abov e the Mnssaponax, running 
from the northwest. Fiv e miles abov e the 
Massajionax tin* ridge retreats from the riv er 
far enough to leav e a plain, and upon tins 
plain the town of Frederick sburg was built.

Below the town the ridge again approaches 
cioso to the riv er. 
Behind tlie first range of 
hills another rose, as if both were built by 
nature for the planting of batteries for the 
protection 
of 
Frederick sburg. 
Burnside 
could not hav e selected a worse point for at­ 
tack or Lee a better one for defense. The 
railroad 
from Richmond to the Fotomnc 
riv er passed through the town. 
Lee had TSUOO men after Jack son joined 
him* These began [to throw up earthwork s 
in a crescent six miles long, from the Mas^u- 
ponax 
to abov e 
Frederick sburg. 
Tk cy 
work ed with a will and soon had built those 
formidable fortifications against which Burn­ 
side’s hapless hosts were to dash themselv es 
lik e wav es against a granite rock . 
Nearest the Rappahannock , on the north of 
the Confederate left, 
w as Taylor's 
hill, about 
which R. II. Anderson’s men lay. Next came 
Marye’s hill, which gained fatal renown in 
the battle. 
Here were others of Longstreet's 
men, Hill, Ransom and MoLaws. Across 
Marye’s hill ran a stone wall, terracing the 
hill. 
Next came Telegraph hill, the highest 
of all. 
Here 
stood und directed opera­ 
tions in person. For this reason the crest is 
now called I*oe's hill, and as such is pointed 
out to the v isitor. 
Next after McLnw.s came 
Hood’s div ision on the right. Still farther to 
the right lay Jack son’s men, A. 1*. Hill, 
Early and Taliaferro* D. II. Hili’s command 
was upon the extreme right as a reserv e. 
8 o, on the morning of Dee, 10,18 0J, lay the 
Confederate army awaiting the Federal ad­ 
v ance. Btaiford heights, occupied by Burn­ 
side’s artillery on the opposite side of the 
EappabnnuocK, were higher than the hills on 
the Confederate side, but these, again, were 
so far distant as to be practically out of 
range of the Union guns.

“ Well, I do not exactly rewrite; I write 
ov er. 
1 always use a lead pencil, and then I 
go ov er my work with a good eraser, rubbing 
out words and sentences I wish to change and 
putting into their places emendations or ad­ 
ditions. 
You see it leav es the manuscript 
clean and legible; but if you look closely you 
can pick out the corrected bits.
